1918 Issue of 
Literary Digest Tells 
How to Grease a Car

ing a L iterary Digest for April 20, 
1918, and the ad said this: 


This is w hat you do and this is 
all you get, when you grease a ear 
the old way: 


“ W ith the com m on grease cup, 
greasing your car is one continual 
muss. 
It’s such a disagreeable job 
to crawl around your car that you 
put it off—day after day— week aft 
e r weeTt— and when a lot of squeaks 
and rattles finally cry out for at­ 
tention, you find th e grease passag­ 
es so clogged up with dirt and grit 
th a t it is im possible to get the 
grease into your bearings. 
A nd 
eventually you have a noisy p rem a ­ 
turely old car— all because until 
recently you were com pelled to put 
up with the dirty wasteful, ineffi­ 
cient, old fashioned grease cup *’

Boy th at was awful, w asn’t it?— 
having to grease a car like that 
But a new way was advertised and 
it tickles me greasy, because th at 
old way sure was disgusting. 


T he sam e ad tells you how to do 
it the new way.

AUGUSTA, Ga C P) — P resid ent 
E isenhow er rested at his vacation 
re tre a t here today from a grueling 
2,000 m ile tou r and a round *of 
speech m aking. 
In his latest address the Presi­ 
d en t w arned at Lexington, Ky., that 
the battle of Dien Bien Phil re p re ­ 
sents a “test" of w h eth er d ictator­ 
ship or freedom will prevail. 
The statem ent was m ade “off the 
cu ff” at the 175th convocation of 
T ransylvania 
College 
during 
the 
P resid e n t’s tour of Kentucky. 
He said the bitter battle might 
he a fo re ru n n e r of what is in store 
for a broad slice of Asia and the 
Pacific unless the doctrines of the 
free nations prevail. 
T he P resid ent em phasized that 
the U nited States need not fear 
war in the F a r Fast, however, so 
long as it stands behind the found 
mg fa th e rs’ principles of decency 
and justice for all. 
Mr E isenhow er rep eated several 
tim es the need for in terdependence 
am ong nations — economically, po­ 
litically and spiritually. 
Earlier, in a brief speech at Hodg­ 
enville, Ky , the birthplace of A bra­ 
ham Lincoln, the P resident praised 
Lincoln as an A m erican P resid en t 
w ho never stood up in public and 
excoriated an oth er American. 
P resid ent 
E isenhow er retu rn ed 
to his vacation h eadquarters at the 
A ugusta National Golf Club late 
F riday night. 
Since leaving A ugus­ 
ta T hursday he had visited W ash­ 
ington, New York, Ft. Knox, Hodg­ 
enville, and Lexington.

At the same time, the society 
says. it will cut industrial and a r n 
cultural waste by cutting the lost 
man hours during what hay fever 
sufferers knowingly call “the sea 
son.” 
For the uninitiated, hay fever is 
easy to explain 
It is a philosophy 
and a w'ay of life built on the mi 
croecopic pollen of the ragweed 
plant. 
And during the weeks of 
mid-August into frost time, when 
the ragweed pollinates, the hay fey 
erite expresses his true feelings 
with the clarion cry: 
‘T h biser 
ably udhappy

But for thousands of sufferers, 
the joke is short lived 
Unallevi­ 
ated hay fever can produce asthma 
a respiratory ailment that chokes 
its victims to death 
Clinically, hay fever is an aller 
gy: 
the body reacting to a foreign 
substance with uncomfortable symp­ 
toms 
A recent survey has shown 
25 million Americans to he allergic 
to one or more everyday materials 
— foods, clothing 
fabrics, 
trees, 
grasses, cosmetics 
It is the allergy to ragweed pol­ 


len alone that is known as hay fev­ 
er 
And it is against this plant 
that the National Hay Fever Fund 
will arm fighters 
The goal is set for $400,000—ex 
artly one thousandth the amount of 
money 
\m ericans each year give 
to charitable cause*. 


According to the National Infor­ 
mation Bureau, which keeps ac­ 
tive I lies on almost every national 
non profit organization that calls on 
\merican donations, about $4 bil­ 
lion went into health, culture, vet­ 
eran. welfare, youth, foreign aid 
and international relations coffers 
last year.

A common experience in life is 
the extent to which ideas formed 
when one is young become altered 
in the Hum of what one learns 
later. 
A striking instance of this in re­ 
lation to Biblical events and char­ 
acters is found in ail that the Bible 
has to say about King Solomon 
Probably 
like 
m any others, 
I 
grew up believing that King Sol 
onion was 
the wisest man that 
ever lived 
I he wisdom of Sol 
onion for adults as well as for chil 
drcri was proverbial 
That belief would 
be justified 
if all we knew 
concerning Solo­ 
mon were the 
accounts of his 
choice of wisdom and understand­ 
ing above all things (I King 3); 
the story of his wise judgment be­ 
tween women, 
each claiming a 
7 3o child (same chapter), and his build­ 
ing of the temple 1 1 Kings 8). 
But what a contrast and a trag 
ody of degradation when one turns 
to 1 King> ti' What has become 
of the wise king. with his love of 
‘‘strange women.” his seven hun 
fired wives and his three hundred 
morn,';,;: concubines who have ‘‘turned away 
his heart” ? 
Also, what has become of the 
glorious temple, built by a king 
who has turned to idolatry, with 
all its corrupt and foul practices? 
Nor was 
this 
all 
Associated 
with Solomon’s m oral downfall was 
the injustice and oppression that 
he inflicted upon the people. This 
soon 
became 
evident upon his 
death, when the people demanded 
a lessening of the burdens which 
Solomon had inflicted upon them 
Great palaces, and even great 
temples, have too often been built 
out of the life blood of the people 
There had been disaffection and 
rebellion while Solomon lived, but 
the revolts had failed 
But now, 
one rebel, Jeroboam , who had es 
caped to Egypt, returned and led 
a successful rebellion. 
He became King of Ten Tribes, 
in the Northern Kingdom of Israel, 
while two tribes rem ained loyal to 
Rehoboam Solomon’s son, in the 
Southern Kingdom of Judah. 
It was a successful revolution, 
but the revolutionist failed. Jero­ 
boam, 
virtually 
anointed by a 
prophet, risen to power with every 
opportunity, soon em ulated all that 
w;is evil in Solomon with none of 
Solomon’s glory 
In about two hundred years the 
Northern Kingdom went down to 
disaster and defeat its Ten Tribes, 
the “Lost Ten Tribes of Israel.” 
dispersed from a kingdom never 
to be restored 
Some profess to see the survival 
of the “Tribes" in the Britons of 
a later era 
The cult of Anglo- 
I-raol in its w idespread propagan­ 
dists has made much of this. 
I 
have been personally well propa 
gandered. but can see -little war 
rant for the claim
